Council leader fights 
'offensive web troll' 


THE leader of Northampton Borough 
Council has taken action against an 
internet "troll" who has been imper¬ 
sonating him online. 

An unknown member of the public set up a 
fake Twitter account impersonating Council¬ 
lor David Mackintosh (Con, Rectory Farm) in 
May last year. 

To date, almost 500 messages have been 
published through the account, many of 
which Councillor Mackintosh has described 
as “seriously offensive”. 

He said: “If it was just meant to be a paro¬ 
dy, I wouldn’t care, but it’s become really vi¬ 
cious.” 

It is believed the troll - a term used to de¬ 
scribe people who post deliberately offensive 
messages on the internet - also set up ac¬ 
counts pretending 
to be several other 
councillors. 

Statements made 
under the fake Coun¬ 
cillor Mackintosh 
account range from 
childish insults to 
claims his activities 
include “plotting 
and scheming”. 

Councillor Mackintosh said: “I actually 
worry about the person who does it because 
they’ve clearly got an unhealthy obsession. 
It’s one thing to show an interest in politics, 
but it’s another to spend all your free time 
making up things I’m supposed to be saying 
or doing.” 

Lawyers at the Guildhall have submitted 
documents to Twitter calling for the fake ac¬ 
counts to be closed. The move comes at the 
same time the Government has announced 
website owners will soon be forced to identify 
people who post malicious messages.

'Wettest drought' 
is over as it 
pours and pours 


ANGLIAN Water ended 
what many have dubbed 
the wettest hosepipe ban 
in history last week follow¬ 
ing a rainy start to June. 

Councillor David Mackintosh 
(Con, Rectory Farm), Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council leader, 
said yesterday the news meant 
the Market Square fountain, fa¬ 
voured by many children during 
hot summer days, would now be 
turned back on. 

He said: “We have already con¬ 
tacted the company we use to 
service the water feature to ar¬ 
range for them to come to North¬ 
ampton and switch it back on as 
soon as possible.” 

Many county people had 
picked up on the irony that ever 
since people were warned not to 
use garden hoses, the rain had 


barely stopped, aside from one 
hot week in May. 

Paul Valleley, Anglian Water’s 
director of water services, said: 
“When we introduced the ban 
back on April 5, we had just been 
through the driest year on record 
and gone through two winters 
without the rainfall needed to re¬ 
charge reservoirs and aquifers. 

“We were heading into the 
summer with reserves well be¬ 
low normal. 

“Effectively, we had three 
months worth of ‘winter rain’ in 
April. 

“This was followed by a wet 
and cool May and June. The per¬ 
sistent rain and low tempera¬ 
tures have extended the recharge 
season into the early summer, 
and this has made all the differ¬ 
ence.” 

While Anglian Water is confi¬ 


dent supplies are now secure this 
summer, it is still asking people 
to reduce usage when possible, 
whatever the weather, to con¬ 
serve supplies. 

Exceptionally wet weather 
since the start of April, which 
was in itself the wettest in 113 
years, and in June has boosted 
flows in many rivers and largely 
refilled reservoirs hit hard by the 
two year-long drought. 

Many groundwater aquifers 
- underground layers of water¬ 
bearing rock - have also recov¬ 
ered from what had been record 
low levels in some areas. 

However, some aquifers remain 
low and are now likely to remain 
so until they can be recharged by 
sustained rainfall in winter. 

Groundwater aquifers account 
for almost half of the water An¬ 
glian Water supplies. 


Roads closed for 
the Olympic Torch 


MAJOR traffic restrictions 
have been announced for the 
arrival of the Olympic Torch 
in Northampton on July 2, 
which starts at about 10am in 
Weedon Road (near Gambrel 
Road), travelling through the 
town centre and finishing at 
Becket’s Park an hour or so 
later. 

From 9am, 49 roads in the 
region will be closed and will 
not reopen until after the torch 
leaves town. 

Parking restrictions will be 
in place from the early hours, 
which means parked cars 
might need to be moved or oth¬ 


erwise towed away. 

The main roads affected are 
Weedon Road, St James Road, 
St Peter’s Way, Bridge Street, 
Drapery, through the Market 
Square to Abington Street and 
then St Giles Street, Guildhall 
Road, St John’s Street, Victo¬ 
ria Promenade and ending in 
Becket’s Park. 

Thousands are expected and 
the relay organisers, LOCOG 
suggest people get there at 
least an hour beforehand.

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Girls outraged as skirts are 
banned at secondary school 



A SECONDARY school near 
Northampton has banned girls 
from wearing skirts, insisting 
they cover up by wearing trou¬ 
sers instead. 

Moulton Science College in Pound 
Lane has written to parents saying 
skirts are ‘no longer acceptable dress’ 
and will be banned from September. 
The school claimed the controversial 
decision was simply a ‘minor change’ 
to the dress code. 

Headteacher Trevor Jones said: 
“We are trying to fight the impetus in 
schools of the early sexualisation of 
children. I have Year Seven girls com¬ 
ing into school with skirts halfway up 
their thighs or even higher, some of 
them would be more appropriate in a 
nightclub than in a classroom. 

“There is enough pressure as it 
is about how girls look and we want 
school to be an oasis away from that, 
somewhere the girls can come and en¬ 
joy their learning.” 

For the past year the school has stip¬ 
ulated that skirts must be knee length 
but the rules have consistently been 
flouted. 

Mr Jones said: “The problem is 
when you call a girl into the office their 
skirt is at knee length but then they go 
round the corner and hitch it up a few 
inches. 

“The minimum length wasn’t work¬ 
ing so we looked at a total ban. Obvi¬ 
ously not everyone is in favour and I 
have had complaints from girls and 


parents but we think this will make 
the school a safer place. 

“The boys are in favour, they have 
been grumbling for ages that the girls 
have been getting away with flouting 
the uniform policy while they are get¬ 
ting nagged at for having loose ties.” 

Many girls at the school are under¬ 
stood to have been outraged by the 
move, and the decision prompted an¬ 
ger from members of the school stu¬ 
dent council. 

Mr Jones said: “Most of the girls on 
the council wear skirts.” 

The new rules come into force in 


September and anybody who fails to 
comply will be told to wait in reception 
and their parents contacted to come 
and collect them and buy a pair of suit¬ 
able trousers. Some parents said it was 
a draconian move. 

One mother, who did not want to 
be identified, said: “My 14- year-old 
daughter and her friends are all fum¬ 
ing over this. Girls have worn skirts 
for centuries - it’s part of being female. 
To deny them that just smacks of po¬ 
litical correctness. A minority have 
skirts that are clearly too short, but 
there’s no need for this. To just outlaw 


them is discrimination against girls.” 

The updated uniform policy at 
Moulton School also contains a ban on 
scarves and hats, except in cold weath¬ 
er, while 360 degree brim sun hats will 
also be allowed ‘at the discretion of the 
headteacher’. 

Girls are not allowed to use nail var¬ 
nish while no ‘extreme’ use of make¬ 
up will be permitted, hair must be of a 
natural colour. 

Jewellery is also banned, as are trou¬ 
sers which contain any ‘non-black’ 
stitching or that have visible metal 
buttons. 


Build or get 
out, MPs 
tell centre 
owner 

THE owner of North¬ 
ampton’s Grosvenor 
Centre has been told by 
the town’s two MPs to 
either get on with the 
expansion plan or sell 
the centre. 

Legal & General, 
which bought the shop¬ 
ping centre in 1999, an¬ 
nounced this week it 
was no longer working 
on a planning applica¬ 
tion to expand the cen¬ 
tre over the site of the 
Grey friars bus station. 

But the MP for North¬ 
ampton South, Brian 
Binley, said the latest 
hitch, which comes 12 
years after expansion 
plans for the centre 
were first published, 
was a delay too far. 

Calling for Legal & 
General bosses to rede¬ 
velop the centre or sell 
it to another firm which 
would, he said: “They 
should either get on 
with it or get out and, 
to me, it looks like they 
should get out.” 

He was backed by the 
MP for Northampton 
North, Michael Ellis, 
who added: “They’ve got 
to either put up or shut 
up. If they can’t do it, 
they should sell-up to 
somebody who wants to, 
and the sooner the bet¬ 
ter.”

A NEW date has been set 
for the Northampton Car¬ 
nival after it was cancelled 
for the first time in six years 
due to bad weather condi¬ 
tions.

“We invite the community to 
come out when Delapre Park 
opens from noon to enjoy the 
stalls, the fun fair and live enter¬ 
tainment on stage until 7.30pm, 
along with the spectacular pa¬ 
rade.” 

The carnival procession will 
leave Delapre Abbey at 2pm, 
heading into the town centre and 
along St Giles Street and Abing- 
ton Street before returning to Del¬ 
apre where a host of entertainers 
will appear. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “It was so disap¬ 
pointing the carnival was unable 
to go ahead as originally planned, 
but I am pleased we have been 


able to work with the organisers 
to quickly announce a new date. 

“I look forward to a fantastic 
event which we can all be proud 
of.” 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity engagement, said: “I am 
pleased the carnival will go ahead 
on July 14 and everyone can see 
the results from months of hard 
work in organising the event. 

“We will work very hard with 
the organisers to make sure this 
is a carnival to remember.”

Former Church's 
shop can be split 


A NATIONAL planning in¬ 
spector has said the former 
Church's China building in 
Northampton town centre 
can be split into separate 
shops and flats. 

The decision comes despite 
members of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council last year blocking 
the development because of fears 
it would have a “massive detri¬ 
mental impact” on the town cen¬ 
tre. 

The chairman of the council’s 
planning committee, Councillor 
Penny Flavell (Con, Rushmills) 


said she was very disappointed 
with the planning inspector’s de¬ 
cision. 

She said: “It breaks my heart to 
be honest. I really don’t know why 
he’s made this decision. 

“It will lose us potential retail 
space in what is one of the best 
shopping streets in the town cen¬ 
tre. It’s very sad.” 

The large shop, which stands in 
the centre of St Giles Street, has 
been empty since Church’s China 
moved out in the middle of last 
year. 

When councillors considered 
the plans to split the building in 


two and create five flats on the up¬ 
per floors, they said they would 
be “doing the town a disservice” 
if they allowed the development 
to go ahead. 

But after the developers behind 
the scheme appealed against the 
decision, national planning in¬ 
spector John Woolcock looked at 
the proposals again. 

In a report published this 
month, he said the development 
would not harm the town centre. 

He said: “The sub-division of 
the ground floor would not, by it¬ 
self, significantly affect the char¬ 
acter or appearance of the area.”

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Police study the cannabis plants found at a house in 
Semilong 

Cannabis 
den found 
in street 


NEIGHBOURS have told 
of their shock after po¬ 
lice swooped on a ter¬ 
race house in Semilong 
that had been turned 
into a cannabis den. 

Officers swooped on the 
house in Stanley Street on 
Tuesday morning following a 
tip-off from a member of the 
public just 16 hours earlier. 

Inside they found 360 can¬ 
nabis plants growing in three 
bedrooms and the basement. 

Two men, aged 26 and 43, 
and a boy, aged 17, all from 
South East Asia were arrest¬ 
ed at the property. 

Pc Catling, who led the 
raid, said the intelligence 
had come from neighbours 
and urged landlords to be 
more vigilant with their 
checks. 

He said: “As with most of 
the cannabis factorites we 
discover this has been com¬ 
munity led. 


“We were told last night 
about it and within 16 
hours we have put the door 
through.” 

He added: “We have a can¬ 
nabis growing room in the 
basement and three bed¬ 
rooms upstairs. They were 
all converted into cannabis 
growing or cannabis cultiva¬ 
tion areas so it is quite an or¬ 
ganised job.” 

Neighbours spoke of their 
shock after the raids. They 
said the suspects had lived in 
the house since March and 
described hearing hammer¬ 
ing and drilling at night. 

One neighbour, who did 
not wish to be named, said: 
“It was very shocking when 
they put the door in. 

“We heard a bit of drilling 
at night but we never thought 
for a second that it would be 
something like this. 

“It has shaken me up a lit¬ 
tle bit because I just wasn’t 
expecting this.” 


£79k pay-offs at NGH 


TEN members of staff have 
been given average pay-offs 
of £79,000 each after they 
were made redundant by 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital. 

Health bosses revealed 
staff numbers had reduced 
by a net total of 56 staff 
since last year’s cutbacks 
began, as the hospital aims 
to save £30 million over two 
years. 

Ten of them were made 
compulsorily redundant 
and collected ‘exit packag¬ 
es’ of at least £10,000 each. 

Three of them pocketed 
golden goodbyes worth 



between £100,000 and 
£150,000. 

The remaining 46 posi¬ 
tions were axed through a 
combination of retirements 
and voluntary redundan¬ 
cies. 

In the latter case, it is un¬ 


derstood that no payments 
have been offered by NGH 
bosses, with workers sim¬ 
ply getting basic statutory 
redundancy. 

The hospital also implied 
that more positions may be 
cut, as the process “will con¬ 
tinue in the years to come”, 
but added it did not believe 
services would be adversly 
affected. 

Paul Farenden, NGH’s 
acting chief executive at 
the time, said in April last 
year that savings were hav¬ 
ing to be made because “for 
the first time we are seeing 
a decrease rather than an 


increase in the amount of 
funding we receive”. 

Michael Ellis, MP for 
Northampton North, said 
the redundancies and asso¬ 
ciated savings may not be a 
bad thing. 

He said “The amount in 
the redundancy packages 
does seem high but you do 
have to look at how much 
the hospital will save in 
wages in coming years. 

“I imagine staff will have 
noticed inefficiency at NGH 
over the years and, as long 
as it doesn’t affect frontline 
services, cutting that down 
is a good thing.”

f How Jade 
Goody's 
death 
saved me' 



Claire Mill- 
ward was told 
by doctors 
she was fine 
despite suffer¬ 
ing cancer 


A MOTHER FRom North¬ 
ampton whose incor¬ 
rect cancer test results 
almost killed her, only 
insisted on a life-saving 
one after Jade Goody's 
fatal illness. 

Claire Millward, aged 37, 
from Delapre, endured a 
string of errors in tests for 
cancer that had doctors be¬ 
lieving she was fine. 

In fact, by the time she in¬ 
sisted on a smear test at her 
GP surgery in February 2008, 
before she was due one, NGH 
could have spotted the early 
signs of cervical cancer in 
tests three and five years be¬ 
fore. 

And when the news finally 
came, she claims the hospital 
told her she had ovarian can¬ 
cer, which has a survival rate 
four times less than cervical, 
leading her to believe for two 
weeks she faced almost cer¬ 
tain death. 

She then had a needless 
hysterectomy, robbing her of 


the chance to have more chil¬ 
dren when she and husband 
Carl were trying for a brother 
or sister for Jamie, now aged 
eight. 

Harvey Ingram solicitors, 
in Leicester, have now forced 
the hospital to admit the can¬ 
cer could have been treated 
earlier and won £50,000 com¬ 
pensation. 

Claire, who is now all clear, 
said: “When I went for the 
smear test in February 2008, 
my mother had just died of 
cancer and then it was all over 
the news about [TV star] Jade 
Goody’s cervical cancer. 

“I’m not normally a pushy 
person, but something in me 
made me say to the reception¬ 
ist I wasn’t leaving until I got 
an emergency test booked. 

“I’m so glad I did, if not 
I would have been dead by 
June. 

“If nothing else comes of 
my story I want to encourage 
people to have a smear test 
that might save your life, like 
Jade Goody saved mine.” 


Smear procedures 
have been reviewed 


BOSSES at Northampton 
General Hospital say smear 
test errors are very rare. 

A spokesman said: “We 
have apologised to Mrs Mill- 
ward for the failings. 

“We accept that, regretta¬ 
bly, those smears were incor¬ 
rectly reported and that this 
may have contributed to a 
delayed diagnosis of glandu¬ 
lar neoplasia. We are truly 
sorry for those errors. 


“We carry out thousands 
of cervical smear tests an¬ 
nually, and we would like 
to reassure all our patients 
that this is a most exception¬ 
al case. 

“Nevertheless we are de¬ 
termined to learn from it 
and we have reviewed our 
procedures to ensure there 
is no recurrence of the fail¬ 
ings experienced by Mrs 
Millward.”

A FURNITURE retailer has 
vowed to continue using 
his cheeky strapline - de¬ 
spite it being banned from 
newspaper advertising. 

Mark Kypta owns The Sofa 
King in Far Cotton, Northampton 
and coined the strapline “Where 
the prices are Sofa King low” 
when he launched the business 10 
years ago. 

The slogan appears above The 
Sofa King showroom and on the 
firm’s delivery vans. 

However, in August last year 


three readers complained to 
the Advertising Standards Au¬ 
thority (ASA) about an advert 
in the Northampton Herald & 
Post, which used the expression: 
“Where the prices are Sofa King 
low”. 

In its written judgement, the 
ASA ruled the advert could be 
interpreted as using a derivative 
of a swear word and was there¬ 
fore “likely to cause serious or 
widespread offence” and banned 
it. 

Mr Kypta, aged 42, appealed but 
despite being asked to reconsider 


its verdict by Sir Hayden Phillips, 
the Independent Adjudicator, the 
ASA announced yesterday that it 
had upheld its earlier decision. 

Father-of-one Mark said: “I 100 
per cent disagree with their deci¬ 
sion butl will abide by the ASA 
ruling and I won’t re-run the ad¬ 
vert. 

“But I will never drop the slo¬ 
gan. It is a part of the business’s 
DNA and people love it. 

“My focus is on businsess and 
expanding the business, and con¬ 
tinuing to do what I do, selling 
low price sofas.”

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Museum to 
mark Battle 
of Naseby to 
cost £3.5m 


WORK to build 
a museum of 
international signifi¬ 
cance at the Battle of 
Naseby site in North¬ 
amptonshire could start 
next year. 

Historians who have been 
working on plans to build a 
£3.5 million museum on the 
site for a number of years 
launched their fund-raising 
campaign this week. 

It is hoped that through pub¬ 
lic donations and grants from 
organisations such as the Na¬ 
tional Lottery they will have 
secured enough money to start 
work on the project by the end 
of 2013. 

Naseby expert, Martin 
Marix Evans, said: “If we’re 
successful in securing grants, 
we hope to start on site in late 
2013 or early 2014 and we’ll 
probably be able to open in 
2015 or 2016.” 

The museum will be spread 
across several buildings which 


will each tell a separate piece 
of the Naseby story 

Displays will include his¬ 
toric items found on the battle¬ 
field, examples of weapons and 
armour from the 17th century 
and contemporary reports of 
the battle. 

Mr Marix Evans said: “We’ll 
tell the whole story of the 
battle, including how people 
got to Naseby and what they 
did. 

“The idea is to create a build¬ 
ing that our ancestors could 
walk into and feel at home, 
even though it’s going to be a 
bang up to date, modern build¬ 
ing.” 

The museum has been de¬ 
signed by architect Jon Court- 
ney-Thompson, who is also a 
civil war battle re-enactor. 

He said: “Naseby is an in¬ 
ternationally significant place 
and everyone is totally com¬ 
mitted to the museum. 

“It’s what Naseby deserves 
and the whole community will 
benefit from it.”

Focus on fuel consumption 
makes it a rival for a diesel 


AMAZING but true, the fine driving 
Ford Focus is now at its finest with the 
smallest engine in the range. And driven 
gently, you'll be saving the planet while 
having fun. 

Until recently, diesel power looked like the 
conventional answer to better fuel figures; 
simpler and cheaper than adding batteries 
and electric motors. 

More sure of a result, too. 

But with tough new Euro laws about tail¬ 
pipe pollution on the near horizon it’s going 
to be expensive to make diesels comply, so car 
makers are turning back to petrol power. 

Now, from Ford’s European engine design 
centre in deepest Essex, comes perhaps the 
most convincing case yet that there’s life left 
in petrol. 

With a mere three cylinders (four is the 
usual minimum) and a capacity of just one 
litre, this is a little engine for sure, taking up 
less space and weighing lots less than the 1.6- 
litre lump it’s designed to make redundant. 

It also posts diesel-like economy figures in 
the official Euro tests every new car has to en¬ 
dure. All is not what it seems when the rules 
have to be observed. 

The hi-tech content of the new engine (with 
an expensive turbocharger included) means 
you’ll pay £250 extra for the little ’un under 
the bonnet, compared to the current 1.6 which 
produces the same power but does less well in 
the official economy tests. 

It doesn’t take long (well, moving off from 
rest will do it) to realise Ford’s bevy of Essex 
engineers have come up with a gem. 

It sounds eager in a distant and charm¬ 
ingly thrummy way and any fears that the 
tiny powerplant might shake itself to pieces 
is banished as you engage the clutch and pull 
smoothly away. 

With the turbo puffing fuel and air into the 
engine from low revs, you’d never believe 
there was an engine up front that some motor¬ 
cyclists would consider insultingly small. 

It pulls like a terrier hanging on to a bone 
and the new lightness up front means the 
Focus, already a nimble car, gains a delightful 
edge of added eagerness when you turn the 
wheel for a corner. 

This latest version of the Focus has been 
gently chided for a lack of driving delight 
compared to earlier models. 

If that was true, it is no more with this 
minimally-engined model. 

But we must now cut to the chase; driving 
delight is but an incidental in this car’s bat¬ 
tery of pluses. 

It exists to make a gallon of petrol go a long 
way, and as closely matched to a diesel as 
possible. 

Good for Ford, there was an old-engined 1.6- 
litre petrol model available for a drive before 
jumping into the new baby. 

First impressions, as always, were of a car 
designed to please a keen driver. 

At the end of the shortish test the trip com¬ 
puter showed I’d managed 38mpg over a mix 
of country roads and edge-of-town work, none 
of it good at making the most of the contents 
of the tank. 

Switching into the new 1.0-litre machine,

it was hard not to enjoy its delights, although 
even at modest speed the way it answers the 
helm will make any driving enthusiast smile. 

And at the end of the same test route.... the 
same answer on the dash; 38mpg. 

I don’t doubt that with restraint that figure 
will improve, perhaps greatly. 

As it stands I need longer with the car; not a 
hardship and it’s something I look forward to. 
The future may have arrived. I hope so.

Carlisle 'unlikely' to 
sign on at Sixfields 


CLARKE CARLISLE is 'un- 
likely' to sign permanently 
for the Cobblers this summer 
but manager Aidy Boothroyd 
is refusing to concede defeat 
in his attempts to bring in the 
defender. 

The 32-year-old was a big success 
on loan over the final four months of 
last season, playing every minute of 
every game and providing the stabil¬ 
ity and leadership that helped secure 
the club’s Football League status. 

But Carlisle is likely to be in 
demand over the summer, and 
Boothroyd admits the fact that his 
club is located more than 100 miles 


away from the player’s home town 
will probably count against him. 

“It is unlikely for the simple rea¬ 
son that it is not a mile down the 
round from his house,” he said. “If 
it was, it would be perfect for him 
with all the various things he’s got 
going on with his TV commitments 
and his PFA work. 

“The fact he lives in Halifax and 
that he’s got a young family, all of 
these things take their toll. 

“We haven’t actually sat down and 
made a concrete offer to him and he 
hasn’t been on the phone asking to 
sign every day, because he’ll have a 
lot of other offers. 

“From a purely human point of 


view, as a guy who knows him well 
and who is his friend, it is impor¬ 
tant to get this move right. 

“When you have kids you don’t 
get that time again and that can af¬ 
fect a player and that’s why I think 
it’s unlikely. 

“We never give up hope because 
of what he can give us as a leader 
and those intangible things that peo¬ 
ple don’t notice, he was a big part in 
making sure we survived. 

“It isn’t a yes and it isn’t a no at 
the moment, it’s a maybe and that 
won’t be concreted until the start of 
pre-season.” 

Northampton remain in the hunt 
for a central defender, for whom the 


club are prepared to pay a fee, hav¬ 
ing seen a bid rejected in the last 
January transfer window. 

The club are remaining tight- 
lipped over the identity of the target 
but it is understood Preston’s former 
Torquay centre-back Chris Robert¬ 
son is not the man in question. 

“It is a very strong possibility 
but it is complicated, as it often is,” 
said Boothroyd. “When you’ve got 
a buyer, a seller and a player in the 
middle it is often like that. 

“Both clubs want the best price 
they can get and I don’t want to use 
up all of my budget to get one player 
when I need to be bringing in four 
or five.”

ROGER WILSON believes the 
Saints squad will be bigger and 
better than ever next season - de¬ 
spite his exit. 

The Irish No.8 leaves North¬ 
ampton this summer as he rejoins 
former club Ulster after four years 
at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Wilson is joined on the exit list 
by the likes of Chris Ashton and 
James Downey, but Saints have 
already moved to replace the de¬ 
parted starts. 

The likes of Cameron Shepherd 
and Ken Pisi have been snapped up, 
while more signings, particularly 
in the centre 
positions have 
not been ruled 
out. 

And Wil¬ 
son believes 
Jim Mallinder 
will get things 
right this sum¬ 
mer to contin¬ 
ue the club’s 
‘slow and 
steady’ pro¬ 
gression since 

promotion back to the Premier¬ 
ship in 2008. 

“Year on year we improved a lit¬ 
tle bit,” said Wilson. “If you look 
at the year they got up from the 
Championship it was just about 
stabilising themselves as a team 
and not getting relegated. 

“We went on to win the Chal¬ 
lenge Cup which gave us quick en¬ 
try into Europe the next year and 
from then we got into the play-offs 
and the Heineken Cup and a year 
after that we got to the final of the 
Heineken Cup. 

“Each year has been slow and 
steady improvement. They’re 
building a bigger squad each year 
as well and allowing players to ro¬ 
tate a little bit more, which is cru¬ 
cial in the way the league is set up 
over there. 

“It does take a bit of time to cre¬ 
ate a big, successful squad but it’s 
something they really are getting 
right at the moment.” 

Wilson will enjoy a reunion at 
the Gardens next season with his 
Ulster side set to meet Saints in the 
Heineken Cup. 

And the 30-year-old is hoping for 
a good reception when he returns 
to the club where he established 
himself as a first-team fixture. 

“I think I left on good terms and 
everyone’s been really supportive 
since I left,” he said. 

“It’s all been very positive and 
hopefully I will get a good recep¬ 
tion and can meet up with every¬ 
one after and have a catch up with 
a beer.”
